HAMILTON FIELD, Cal., Oct. 


24 (AP).—Army officers reported 


a BISA bomber crashed on the 
highest of Twin Sister Peaks 25 
miles from here today, killing its 
crew of five officers and men.

He could 
not see the craft because of the fog. 
A few moments later he saw a 
blaze of light from the south peak 
of Twin Sisters.

WOMAN SENTENCED TO DEATH 
52 YEARS AGO, DIES AT 80 


GAYLORDSVILLE, Conn., Oct. 24 
(AP).—Funeral services for an 80- 
year-old woman over whom the 
sentence of death hung 52 year ago 
for the killing of her husband will 
be here tomorrow. 

After Mrs. Florence Maybrick, 
who had lived as Mrs.. Florence 
Elizabeth Chandler .in this village 
for the last 25 years, was found 
dead in her three-room shack yes- 
terday, clippings in a scrapbook 
identified her as the woman who 
was accused in 1889 of murdering 
her husband, James Maybrick, with 
poison in Liverpool, England, 
where they were staying. She had 
married Maybrick in Norfolk, Va. 

When she was sentenced to death 
it created a sensation both in Eng- 
land and the United States, but 
sentence was commuted to a prison 
term and she served 16 years. 


Fined for Speeding on Horseback. 

LYNN, Mass., Oct. 24 (AP). — 
In the first case of its kind in 40 
years, William Myers, 21 years old, 
of East Boston, was fined $10 in 
District Court yesterday for speed- 
ing on horseback. A town ordi- 
nance in nearby Saugus limits 
horseback speed to nine miles an 
hour. Police testified Myers and 
John Mulligan, 20, of Chelsea, were 
going 25 miles an hour. The case 
of Mulligan was continued. 


NAZIS SHOOT 50 

IN FRANCE DEFER 
EXECUTION OF 100 
ON PETAINS PLEA 


as Hostage’ but Makes 
No Comment. 


VICHY, Oct. 24 (AP).—Fifty 
French hostages died before fir- 
ing squads today in a 50-lives-for- 
one forfeit for the assassination of 
a German officer at Bordeaux— 
the second such measure of re- 
taliation within three days. 

At the same time 50 additional 
hostages at Bordeaux and 50 still 
alive at Nantes out of 100 selected 
for execution in reprisal for the 
killing of the German commander 


there won brief reprieves, the 
Nazis granting additional time for 
the capture or surrender of the 
actual killers. 

The Vichy Government, in a 
communique issued tonight, took 
cognizance of rumors that Mar- 
shal Henri Philippe Petain “wished 
to give himself up as a hostage 
in the occupied zone” to prevent 
further mass reprisal executions. 

“The Marshal’s Cabinet has no 
declaration to make on the sub- 
ject,” the brief communique con- 
cluded after noting the existence 
of the rumors. 

The 85-year-old chief of state 
has made repeated appeals to the 
French to stop the assassinations. 

Fifty hostages were executed in 
the Nantes case Wednesday. The 
others held there were to have 
been shot at dawn today. 

High-Ranking Officers. 

The German commander at 
Nantes, Lieut. Col. Paul Friedrich 
Hotz, was waylaid and shot Mon- 
day and on the“Tollowiig day a 
high-ranking officer named Reim- 
ers, counselor of the German mili- 
tary administration at the occu- 
pied port of Bordeaux, was killed. 

The Bordeaux executions raised 
to 185. the total of executions in 
occupied France for anti-Nazi 
acts. The Germans announced 
today that a Frenchman living 
near Bordeaux had been executed 
yesterday. 

The reprieves were granted by 
German authorities at the per- 
sonal requests of Petain and Vice- 
Premier Jean Darlan. 


“Delay of Grace.” 


“Resulting from appeals by Pe- 
tain and Darlan as well as pressing 
demarches made to German au- 
thorities,” a communique § said, 
“these latter willingly consented to 
a delay of grace for complement- 
ary groups of hostages whose ex- 
ecutions were designated follow- 
ing the two assassinations at Nan- 
tes and Bordeaux. 

“Consequently, the deadline 
which expired for Nantes Oct. 23 
and that which was to have ex- 
pired for Bordeaux Oct. 26 at mid- 
night, conforming to the order of 
the commanding (German) mili- 
tary General in France, have been 
prolonged respectively until Oct. 
27 and Oct. 29 at midnight. 

“In accordance with this pro- 
longation of the delays, the Ger- 
man authorities wished to increase 
the chances of finding the real 
guilty persons and thus spare 
French lives. 

“The French people can only be 
grateful for this marked willing- 
ness by not making more sorrow- 
ful a situation which is already 
tragic. 

Praise for French “Calm.” 

“This measure was made possi- 
ble thanks to the calm and dignity 
which have been shown during the 
last few days by the entire popula- 
tion of the two tried cities. 

“The French Government is sure 
that each one will redouble his ef-

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 24 (AP) 
—Old’Bill has left town, never to 
return. He beat a dog with a hoe. 

It had to be exile or jail because 
the residents of Wildwood Lakes 
were aroused. 

The dog, a brown mongrel, 
crouched behind his mistress, Mray 
Clarence Barnes, in a Justice of 
the Peace court yesterday as 74- 
year-old Bill Carter slowly stam- 
mered “Guilty.” 

The dog’s body bore many scars. 
There was an uncontrollable twitch 
in his right foreleg. Wildwood 


Lakes folks filled the courtroom, 


Justice Gaugh placed the punish- 
ment at 30 days in jail and a fine 
of $50. Then he added: 

“I hate to deprive this man, who 
is living on borrowed time, of his 
freedom. Have you any place you 
can go, Carter?” 

“T'll leave for Casey, Ia., where 
my sister lives, this afternoon,” 
said the defendant, a Wildwood 
caretaker for 13 years. 

Carter explained the beating: 

“It was a dog fight. This dog 
bit my dog, Skeezix. He bit him 
bad. Anybody oughta understand 
how a man feels in the thick of a 
dog fight. He just gets mad.” 


RUSSIANS MAKING 
NEW STAND NEAR 
DON AFTER ENEMY 
BREAKS TAROUGH 


Thrusts West of Moscow 
Declared Thrown Back 
With Heavy Nazi 
Losses—Bombers Again 
Attack Capital. 


(War Map in Everday Magazine) 


KUIBYSHEV, Russia, Oct. 24 
(AP).—German forces were de- 
clared today to have broken through 
at one point toward Rostov on the 
Don as the fight for the industrial 
Donets Basin reached a crisis, but 
on the Moscow front the Red Army 
said its counterattacks smashed a 
Nazi spearhead which penetrated 
defense lines toward the capital. 


Marshal Semyon Timoshenko, 
moved from the central to the 
southern front, faced a supreme 
test in stiffening resistance at the 
western approaches to the Donets 
Basin where the Communist party 
organ Pravda declared “the situa- 
tion remains alarming in all sec- 

is 


tors.” , ee 
_Théreak-through, however, was 
declared to have been at only one 
point, and there the Russians 
managed to form a new line and 
throw the Germans back on the 
defensive after inflicting heavy 
lésses on them. 


Battle Around Stalino. 


Fierce fighting was said to have 
developed around the twin indus- 
trial cities of Stalino and Makeev- 
ka, near which small villages were 
said to have ‘changed hands re- 
peatedly in a succession of attacks 
and counterattacks. 

Timoshenko replaced Marshal 
Semyon Budyonny, who with Mar- 
shal Klementi Voroshilov, com- 
mander of the northern or Lenin- 
grad sector, were recalled from the 
f-ont to organize huge new armies. 

Gen. Gregory K. Zhukov, who 
took Timoshenko’s place in defense 
of the capital, apparently had 
checked the head-on drive of 
strongly reinforced Nazi forces 
from west of the city. 

German bombers renewed their 
attacks on Moscow last night, caus- 
ing damage and casualties. Soviet 
night fighters and anti-aircraft 
guns were reported to have shot 
down 24 of the raiders. 


Finns Reported in Battle. 

At the approaches to the capital 
the Germans were reported to have 
brought up Finnish and Rvu- 
manian reinforcements. 

Fighting overnight was “espe- 
cially stubborn in the Mozhaisk 
and Maloyaroslavets direction,” 
west and southwest of Moscow, 
the midday Soviet communique 
said. 

These cities—Mozhaiski, 57 miles 
west of Moscow, and Maloyaros- 
lavets, 65 miles southwest—have 
been the objectives of a bloody 
struggle which the Russians of-

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PRESIDENT TO PUT 
HIS NEW PROGRAM 
BEFORE CONGRESS 


BY FIRST OF YEAR} 


Tells Press Conference 
Tank Production Can Be 
Increased at Once, But 
More Plants May, Be 
Needed.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced today 
that between now and January he 
would present to Congress a na- 
tional defense program calling for 
about twice the present produc- 
tion. 

He declined to give any figures 
and disclosed that henceforth the 
Office of Production Management 


would cease making public even 
the total figures of current air- 
plane production. Up to now OPM 
has released aggregate monthly 
aircraft figures, but permitted no 
breakdowns into such categories 
as pursuit planes, medium and 
heavy bombers, 


The President told his press ¢or- 


ference that official statements 
about airplanes would only show 
whether production was over or 
behind schedule and then added 
that the reporters, it was true, had 
not seen the present schedule, 


Prompt Action on Tanks. 


Using tanks as an example, the 
President said there were certain 
items of immediate importance, 
the increased production of which 
could start now because the pres- 
ent program was in full swing 
with actual deliveries made for 
many months. He announced the 
tank production would be doubled 
at once. 

Roosevelt would not say what 
the present tank program called 
for or what the increase would 
provide. That, he asserted, was 
information which the Axis would 
like to have. : 

The present tank program, he 
continued, was started last spring 
upon the best information of our 
military leaders as well as those 
of the countries fighting Hitler- 
ism. Developments abroad, such 
as the battles of North Africa, had 
demonstrated, he said, that many 
thousands more tanks and other 
items relating to tanks were 
needed. Events in Russia, he said, 
were not the reason for the en- 
larged program. 

Requests for additional appro- 
priations for tanks and other 
items, he said, would go up to 
Congress from time to time and 
finally there probably would be an 
over-all recommendation to cover 
the complete program in his reg-

When attention was called at 
the President’s press conference 
to reports that Flynn would re- 
sign as chairman if Roosevelt 
supported LaGuardia, the Presi- 
dent observed that there was no 
story to that. 

To make the LaGuardia in- 
dorsement more emphatic, the 
President read his announce- 
ment. When he came to a sen- 
tence, “I am not taking part in 
the New York City election 
but,” the reporters roared at the 
word “buf,” and the President, 
catching the point, jokingly 
asked what they were laughing 
about, 


ARTHUR STARNES entering

Claims Record for Longest 

Free Drop in U. S.— 

Speed Estimated as High 


CHICAGO, Oct. 24 (AP).—Ar- 
thur Starnes, a 36-year-old para- 
chutist, jumped from an airplane 
at an altitude of approximately 
30,000 feet today, opened a pair 
of ‘chutes at about 1,500 feet, and 


landed safely to claim the record 
for the longest free fall ever made 
in the United States. 

With a jumping weight of 275 
pounds, including his_ scientific 
equipment, Starnes was estimated 
to have fallen at speeds rising to 
180 miles an hour. He remained 
conscious throughout the plunge, 
and on reaching the ground 
grinned and said he “felt fine.” 

The radio reported that an “all 
clear” signal was heard from the 
plane at 1:06:05 p. m., indicating 
that he had dived into the upper 
atmosphere. His first parachute 
opened at 1:12:10, and he landed 
at 1:13:15, having spent less than 
eight minutes in the air. 

He reported that he had jumped 
from slightly above 30,000 feet and 
that he estimated he opened his 
’chutes at 1500 feet. 

Takes Off At 25 Below Zero. 

He explained that extra equip- 
ment taken aboard the plane, a 
twin-motored Lockheed, prevented 
it from reaching the 35,000-foot 
level. At the jumping off point, 
he said, temperature was 25 de- 
grees below zero. 

Starnes said that he “was con- 
scious all the way” down, but at 
one point, while diving through 
moisture, he was temporarily blind- 
ed when moisture froze on his gog- 
gles. Taking a chance, he pulled 
up one eyepiece and “saw the earth 
swirling up at me,” he said. “At 
that time I was in a terrific. body 
spin.” 

Swinging his altimeter into posi- 
tion to read, Starnes said, he noted 
his height at 15,000 feet. He re- 
placed the goggle, “counted four 
or five counts,” and then glanced 
again at his altimeter to determine 
his height at 5000 feet. In the low- 
er altitudes his goggles cleared of 
ice, and he estimated he released 
his' chutes at 1500 feet. 

“For a little while,” he said, “I 
was worried that I wouldn’t make 
Conscious Drop Through Space. 

Dr. A. C, Ivy of Northwestern 
University Medical School, who di- 
rected Starnes’ training during 300 
practice jumps, said the delayed 
parachute opening from the ex-

SENATE MAIORITY 
FORLETINGS 
ENTER WAR ZONE 


Poll Shows 55 for Neutral- 
ity Act Change—Leaders 
Reported Favoring Com- 
plete Repeal. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
Top-ranking Senate leaders were 
reported today to have agreed that 
they should work for repeal of the 
neutrality law provision prevent- 
ing American merchant ships from 


entering belligerent ports or com- 
bat areas. 

An administration poll showed 55 
Senators would back their efforts. 

Democratic Leader Barkley and 
Chairman Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee conferred regarding 
neutrality revision last night. Al- 
though neither would comment, 
other reliable informants said they 
had decided that the House-ap- 
proved armed ship bill should be 
broadened so as to permit Ameri- 
can merchantmen to sail any seas 
in the world. 

It was reported that Barkley and 
Connally, taking encouragement 
from the Senate poll, had agreed 
that it would be better to do a com- 
plete job of neutrality revision at 
once instead of passing the ship 
arming measure and then consider- 
ing further amendments later on. 


Procedure Decision Delayed. 

The two were said to have de- 
layed a decision on whether they 
will seek a test on an amendment 
eliminating the present restrictions 
on ship movements in the Foreign 
Relations Committee or would of- 
fer the proposal on the Senate 
floor. 

The foreign relations group ar- 
ranged to conclude its hearings on 
the armed ship bill today and to 
vote tomorrow. Today’s opposition 
witnesses included Maynard C. 
Krueger, University of Chicago 
economics professor who ran for 
Vice-President on the Socialist 
ticket in 1940,

WASHINGTON, Oct. -24 
(AP).—Seeretary of the Navy 
Knox said today that a ‘‘colli- 
sion’’ in the Far East was vir- 


tually inevitable. 

“The situation in the Far East 
is extremely strained,” Knox told 
a group of naval munitions manu- 
facturers, 


“We are satisfied in our own 
minds that the Japanese have no 
intention of giving up their plans 
for expansion. If they pursue that 
course a collision there is in- 
evitable. 

This description of conditions in- 
volving the United States and Ja- 
pan, coming from a Cabinet mem- 
ber after weeks of Washington- 
Tokyo efforts to find a formula for 
‘settlement, was prompted by a dis- 
cussion of ways by which muni- 
tions can be delivered from this 
country to Russia. 


Emphasizes Aid to Russia. 


Knox said he had “just hurried 
away from a conference”—he did 
not say with whom—at which Brit- 
ish and Russian needs for war ma- 
terials had been stressed as mat- 
ters of great urgency. 

He declared that the manufac- 
turers, including the chiefs of naval 
yards, must miss no opportunity 
to speed up production. 

“Keeping the Russian army fight- 
ing is one of the most vitally im- 
portant things. we have to.do in 
this war,” he said emphatically, — 

There are “just three ways” of 
getting supplies to Russia, he con- 
tinued, and these are: Across the 
North Atlantic to the Arctic port 
of Archangel, across the Pacific to 
the Far Eastern port of Viadivos- 
tok and down through the South 
Atlantic and around Africa to 
Persia. 

The Archangel route, Knox said, 
is the best of the three despite 
great handicaps imposed by its ex- 
treme northern location. The port 
can be kept open only by the use 
of icebreakers and this means, he 
said, that slow-moving supply ships 
make easy marks for German 
bombers which can readily reach 
the harbor. Moreover Archangel 
offers but limited transport facili- 
ties. 


More Danger in Far East. 


The Far Eastern situation, Knox 
said, makes the continued useful- 
ness of the Vladivostok route ques- 
tionable and means that it is not 
to be preferred equally with Arch- 
angel. 

The third route through Persia, 
Knox noted, involves a sea voyage 
of 12,000 miles. He said that even 
when supplies were delivered there 
great difficulty would be encoun- 
tered in moving them inland and 
it would be necessary to build rail 
facilities through the country. 

Representatives of seven naval 
establishments and 14 commercial 
companies were in Knox’s office as 
he made the announcement on con- 
ditions in the Orient. He spoke in 
low tones, but intensely, and 
stressed to his hearers the neces-

When he concluded an hour's 
exhortation with an invitation to 
contribute, many pressed forward, 
dollars in hand. Some donated 
smaller amounts. Others merely 
signed membership cards, relying 
on his promise that they would be 
welcome even if they didn’t have 
any money. 

“Put Down One Dollar.” 

“If you so desire, put down one 
dollar,” Lee said, “provided you 
can pay it today. You will not 
be asked for any more—until we 
have succeeded. It’s a donation, 
not a membership.fee. If you have 
no money, we still want you to 
join. We will accept you without 
money as freely we do with 
money.”

Mrs, Irven L. Bagby of Edwards- 
ville, Ill. managed, in less than 
three hours yesterday, to get her 
husband off to work, her two chil- 
dren to school, to answer three 
telephone calls, have her car re- 
paired at a filling station—and 
bake the two-crust apple pie that 
won the apple pie contest of the 
Home Economics Extension Clubs 
at Oakville, St. Louis County. 


The contest, a feature of the an- 
nual “Achievement day” activities 
of 19 home economics clubs affili- 
ated with the Missouri State Ex- 
tension Service, was held at the 
Oakville Farmers’ Hall. 

Mrs. Bagby’s triumph in being 
judged the best apple pie baker in 
St. Louis County is especially nota- 
ble because she now resides in Ed- 
wardsville. Officials explained, 
however, that Mrs. Bagby until re- 
cently lived in Creve Coeur, Mo., 
and was active in the Westmore 
Club at Creve Coeur, and therefore 
was eligible to compete. 

The results showed that the plain 
two-crust variety of apple pie more 
than held its own in competition 
with more elaborately prepared ya- 
rieties, for all but a lattice-top and 
a crumb-top of the 17 ribbon win- 
ners were two-crust pies. They 
showed, too; that easily available 
farm products, such as lard and 


skimmed milk, made as good pies 
as the more expensive ingredients 
generally considered essential in 
baking. 


After the winner had been an- 
nounced, Mrs. Bagby quickly be- 
came the nuCleus of a group of un- 
successful candidates and the tar- 
get for a barrage of questions. The 
appetizing glazed appearance of the 
crust, she said, could be achieved 
by brushing the top of the pie with 
skimmed milk before putting it in 
the oven. 


But beyond this innovation, she 
said she followed closely time-hon- 
ored recipes, She attached no im- 
portance to making her lard pie 
mix fresh for each baking, and 
said she frequently kept the mix 
in her refrigerator for weeks at a 
time before using it. But she em- 
phasized that a glass baking dish 
and fresh apples—of any variety— 
are essential to baking a satisfac- 
tory apple pie. 

The clubs had made no definite 
plans for the disposal of the 75 re- 
maining pies, but, after the con- 
test, when it was discovered that 
furtive sampling had already made 
serious inroads into many of them, 
many of the women took what was

19 Men Missing in Sinking of Bold 
Venture Believed Dead. 

REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Oct. 24 
(AP).—The 17 known survivors of 
the crew of the United States- 
owned freighter Bold Venture be- 
lieve that the torpedo explosion 
which sank it in the North Atlantic. 
last Thursday killed the 19 men 
listed as missing. 

A Canadian corvette was credited 
with saving the lives of the 17. The 
corvette crew maneuvered it 
alongside their foundering lifeboats 
and picked them up from a rough 
sea two hours after the Bold Ven- 
ture went down. 

The Bold Venture, a former Dan- 4 
ish ship under Panama registry, Y 
went down 10 minutes after it was 
hit, survivors said, 

“There was no real] fire,” the 
chief engineer reported, ‘“We 
couldn’t see anything, just an ex- 
plosion.” 

Two boats were lowered and 16 
men leaped into them and rowed 
away from the rapidly settling ship. 

Donald McLeod, a British sub- 
ject from Boston, leaped over the 
rail and swam about 50 yards to 
one of the boats, 

“We could hear a mess boy in the 
sea somewhere,” said the chief en- 
gineer. “We tried to get to him 
through the wreckage but the boat 
was unhandy. By the time we got 
to where we last heard his voice, 
he was gone.” 

One of the Bold Venture’s sea- 
men, a Norwegian, was scalped by 
the torpedo explosion. 

A medical student “gave this fel- 
low some dope, fitted his scalp into 
place, fastened it to his forehead 
with fish hooks and then sewed it 
up with 31 stitches,” said the chief 
engineer. 

“His instruments were primitive 
and the sea was rough, but the 
guy’s all right now—only kind ‘of 
dazed.”

Eighty 
German motorcycles, 10 trucks and 
a number of guns were reported to 
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plugged the gap and wiped out the 
Nazi spearhead so that “by the eve- 
ning of Oct. 22 the ruptured front 
was restored,” the paper asserted.

Several hundred thousand Nazis 
already have been killed -in the 
drive toward Moscow, but “they 
have not taken and will not take 
Moscow,” declared 8S.

“The Germans already have lost 
in four months as many men as 
they did in the four years of the 
World War,” he said. “We shall 
see how long they last. We can 
last for years.”

Germans were reported to be de- 
livering fuel supplies to the front 
by planes because of bad roads, 
bogged by snow and rain. 

Gains Near Leningrad Claimed.

| that on the Leningrad front a 


Soviet tank unit wiped out most of 
two German companies, destroyed 
14 tanks, ‘18 guns, two trench: mor- 
tar batteries, an ammunition dump 
and a large number of loaded 
trucks. 

Pravda declared a new German 
thrust south of Leningrad had 
been turned back with at least 
2500 killed, wounded and captured 
by Red Army forces which re- 
geined two villages in counter- 
attacks. The dispatch identified 
the recaptured towns as Velye, in 
the Lake Ilmen vicinity, and 
Kholmy. 

At Kholmy, Pravda said, the 
Germans lost 500 men and set fire 
to cottages before falling back 
from the town. Two thousand 
were said to have been killed, 
wounded or captured in three days 
of fighting near Lake Ilmen in 
which the Germans failed to ad- 
vance, and lost Velye. 

Other German attempts to cross

POURING IN TROOPS 


BERLIN, Oct. 24 (AP).—-German 
dispatches said today that the Rus- 
sians are “constantly throwing 


fresh troops” against the Germans 
in an effort to check the advance 
on Moscow, and that street barri- 
cades,and mines were being used 
in vain. 

Rumors spread through Berlin 
that advance Nazi units already 
had reached Moscow’s suburbs, but 
an authorized military spokesman 
said: “We cannot confirm that.” 
Yesterday military quarters in Ber- 
lin reported Nazi spearheads had 
reached undesignated points only 
35 miles from Moscow. 

Russians Blasting Buildings. . 

The news agency DNB said the 
Germans approaching Moscow were 
running into street barricades, add- 
ing that the Russians were blast- 
ing buildings to clear the way for 
their gunners and ag far as pos- 
sible to destroy cover for advanc- 
ing Nazis. 

Today’s high command commu- 
nique made no specific mention of 
the land action before Moscow, but 
said the air force was continuing 
to rain explosive and incendiary 
bombs on the capital. Dispatches 
reported dive bombers were being 
used on an increasing scale. 

The communique asserted offen- 
sive and pursuit operations were 
continuing in Russia and declared 
the Spanish “blue division” fight- 
ing with the Axis’ armies had re- 
pelled a Soviet counterattack in the 
north, inflicting heavy, casualties 


and taking several hundred pris- 2 


oners.

The poll was conducted by Sen- 
ators interested in broadening the 
House-approved legislation lifting 
the provision against arming of 
merchant ships. | 

One informed Senator said the 
committee vote for allowing Amer- 
ican merchantmen to enter war 
zones would be at least 12 to 11 
and might be 13 to 10, depending 
on the ballot of Senator George 
(Dem.) Georgia, ranking member 
of the group. 

Another proposal pending before 
the committee, offered by a group 
of Republicans and backed by 
Wendell L. Willkie, would repeal 
the Neutrality Law completely. 


Johnson Non-Committal. 

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Cal., 
ranking minority member of the 
committee and one of those in the 
successful filibuster against Presi- 
dent Wilson's armed-ship bill in 
1917, said he could not speculate on 
how the Senate would vote. 

In yesterday’s closed session, 
committee members reported they 
received a suggestion from John 
Cudahy, former Ambassador to Bel- 
gium, that the United States join 
with Great Britain and France in 
effecting peace in Europe. 

Cudahy, who also has served as 
Ambassador to Poland and Minis- 
ter to Ireland, was reported to have 
said he left the diplomatic service 
because he deplored administration 
steps which he believed were lead- 
ing the country gradually toward 
war. 

Cudahy and John T. Flynn, col- 
umnist and America First Commit- 
tee representative, shared the opin- 
ion that arming ships would repre- 
sent a step toward war. Flynn said 
the step merely would make at- 
tacks on American ships “more 
ruthléss, more fatal to American 
lives.” 

Members reported that Cudahy 
expressed approval of the League 
of Nations idea, however, and testi- 
fied that if the United States had 
joined the league and had insisted 
upon enforcement of its covenants 
the present war would not have oc- 
curred. 


OHIOAN ELECTED PRESIDENT

Walter O’Neil Chosen at Conven- 
tion Here—Willmann Regional 
Vice-President. 

Walter O’Neil, Sheriff of Summit 
County (Akron), Ohio, was elected 
president of the National Sheriffs’ 
Association at the closing session 
of the first annual convention of 
the organization yesterday at the 
Mark Twain Hotel. The conven- 
tion next year will be held in Co- 
lumbus, O. 

Other officers elected yesterday 
included: Robert E. Moore, super- 
intendent of the Wayne County 
(Detroit), Michigan, bureau of 
criminal identification, treasurer; 
Charles J. Hahn Jr., Columbus, O., 
executive secretary-treasurer, and 
Arnold J. Willmann, Sheriff of St. 
Louis County, regional vice-presi- 
dent. 

The association adopted a resolu- 
tion asking the Governors of nine 
states to aid in the repeal of laws 
prohibiting a Sheriff from succeed- 
ing himself in office.

A “hard” policy would 
produce revolution after revolution. 

His understanding of people is 
fantastic. The Sao Paulo revolu- 
tion of 1932 broke out on July 9.

Australia's War Effort Remarkable 
In Spite of Governmental Deadlock 


General Election. Likely, With Labor Party 
Victory Expected—500,000 Men Under 
Arms, Munitions Output Rising Fast.

O ARRIVE in Australia in the 

midst of Race Week and a first- 

class Government crisis is to 
receive first impressions which, in- 
evitably, must be more deceptive 
than usual. 

The Government fell before I had 
been long enough in Australia to 
get an idea of what it was doing. 
The successive cabinets of Mr. 
Menzies and Mr. Fadden had been, 
as is well known, kept in office by 
a majority of one independent 
vote. V/hen that independent vote 
shifted to the Labor opposition, the 
Fadden Government was obliged to 
reign, and James Curtin, the Labor 
leader, was asked to form a new 
ministry. 


Mr. Curtin had boldly advocated 
a policy of nationalization for the 
banks and the great iron and steel 
monopoly, the Broken Hill Propri- 
etary Co. He and his supporters 
contend that Australian labor will 
make every sacrifice necessary for 
the war effort, but only if they feel 
sure that monopolistic interests 
are not reaping great profits from 
it. 


It seems doubtful if these sweep- 
ing measures can be put through in 
the present House of Representa- 
tives—where Mr. Curtin, like his 
predecessor, will exist only by vir- 
tue of that one independent vote— 
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and therefore the clearest proba- 
bility, in the coming weeks, is that 
Australia will have to go through 
a general election. 

The election usually takes about 
six weeks, and is accompanied by 
the usual frenzied campaigning, 
and is therefore somewhat dreaded 
by the judicious; this seems hardly 
the time for it. And yet it is felt by 
responsible men of various shades 


of opinion that it would be emi- 
nently desirable to get a govern- 
ment which possessed a clear ma- 
jority and could rule authorita- 
tively for the duration of the war. 
That this will be a Labor majority 
seems conceded by everybody, but 
even Labor’s opponents feel that 
anything is better than the dead- 
lock which has made government 
so difficult in the last two years. 


Strong Labor Party. 


Australian labor and its political 
party have a strongly entrenched 
position. They do not profess a 
clear socialist creed; they are 
trades unionists who differ widely 
among themselves on fundamental 
philosophical questions. The sys- 
tem of protection they have devel- 
oped for the Australian worker, 
with wages fixed and adjusted by 
tribunals, is often blamed by cap-

For Reform of Criminal Procedure. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: , 

EFERRING to your recent editorial, 

: “Forward to Criminal Code Reform,” 

I refer you to my letter appearing in the 
letters column on Nov. 27, 1934, and sug- 
gest that you reprint it, merely adding 
the dates 1935, 1937, 1939 and 1941 in the 
second last paragraph. 


I read with interest your editorial in 
Tuesday's issue under the caption, “These 
Gay and Festive Democrats,” particular- 
ly that portion relating to our criminal 
jurisprudence and the blindness of our 
Legislature to the dire need for revision. 

It is a recognized fact that criminals 
prosper on the many technicalities of our 

' Jaws. The rules are overly favorable 
to the defendant and oftentimes make it 
difficult for the State in its prosecution. 
Prof. Raymond Moley, an authority on 
criminal jurisprudence, says: “The way 
to improve criminal justice is to make 
procedure less technical and more favor- 
able to the State.” 

A careful study of the records dis- 
closes that courts and prosecutors, ex- 
cept in rare instances, have administered 
the law in a creditable manner, though 
handicapped at times by rules of law too 
favorable to the defense. 

The annual reports of the Circuit At- 
torney’s office are self-indicative of the 
wonderful service rendered to our com- 
munity by Judge Franklin Miller and 
his assistants. The same can be said of 
Prosecuting Attorney Rosecan. Judge 
Baron’s personal survey of our penal in- 
stitutions and Judge Hoffmeister’s keen 
interest in child-welfare problems are ex- 
amples of valuable service by the courts. 

The fault lies with our Legislature, 
which has failed miserably, making no 
attempt to remedy the many defects in 
our criminal laws and procedure. 

A Statewide survey of crime was made 
in 1926—known as the Missouri Crime 
Survey—the object of which was the 
study of our system, the laws which con- 
dition it and the administrative practices

In the first place, her nomination looked mighty 
good in contrast to the selections of preceding Re- 
publican Presidents.

Much earlier, she had 
seen the tragic Triangle shirtwaist factory fire, in 
which 146 girls lost their lives because of the lack of 
adequate safety devices. She had made herself a 
specialist on occupational hazards and diseases, 
But Washington from 1933 on has not been a repe- 
tition of Albany before 1933. Almost as soon as she 
took office, an employe-employer storm broke 
around her head. It has raged ever since with only 
slight abatement at times. There was first the great 
problem of unemployment; to mitigate it came the 
NRA, the Wagner Act and other legislative measures, 
which provoked bitter feeling among many employ- 
ers. As if this were not bad enough, labor split 
itself into the warring camps of the AFL and CIO. 

Through all this, Miss Perkins has been utterly 
ineffectual. She has stirred up business men when 
they needed to be placated.: She has rubbed labor’s 
fur the wrong way. And she has provided many bit- 
ter, unreasoning opponents of the administration 
with a club for beating the New Deal. This criticism, 
leveled at “Ma” Perkins or “Madame” Perkins or 
some worse nickname, was largely extravagant, and 
yet it has gone on so long that it has definitely hurt 
the administration.

AN OLD PROFITEERING CASE. 

Now, after almost a quarter of a century, the 
United States Supreme Court is ready to consider 
a World War profiteering case—that of the Bethle- 
hem Shipbuilding Corporation, which was accused 
of making “unconscionable profits” on the construc- 
tion of 86 ships. ~ 

Action is now possible because Justice Murphy 
has decided that he is not disqualified from partici- 
pating in the decision of this case, and there is thus 
a quorum of six Justices available to consider it. 

This, of course, is an unusual case. Mr. Murphy 
himself, in the years immediately following the war 
when he was a young Assistant District Attorney 
in Detroit, pushed a considerable number of profit- 
eering cases to speedier conclusions. Even so, this 
suit, no matter how it is decided, is evidence that 
litigation and recapture are relatively weak devices 
for taking excess profits out of a war economy. Not 
only are they slow, but they are also coarse nets 
through which many a fish escapes. 

The time to eliminate unreasonable profits is 
before the event and not after.

THE FIREMEN’S REFUSAL TO TESTIFY. 

Four officers of the St. Louis Firemen’s Union 
and the president of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion have refused to testify before the special Cole 
County grand jury which is investigating charges of 
graft in the last session of the Missouri Legislature. 
They were expected to tell the grand jury what they 
know about “the expenditure of $5000 in union funds 
for expenses” in connection with the firemen’s pen- 
sion bill, but declined to speak out on the ground of 
“possible self-incrimination.” ° After their refusal, 
Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair issued subpenas duces 
tecum for all records, including canceled checks and 
correspondence of the union and the association. 

The citizen can only wonder how these firemen 
leaders expect the grand jury to conduct its in- 
vestigation if groups, organizations and individuals, 
who were either shaken down or approached for 
illegal funds, refuse to co-operate in thé inquiry. 
Gov. Donnell has appealed to all citizens who have 
knowledge of corrupt practices in the Legislature to 
come before the grand jury and tell what they 
know. If these fireman representatives are allowed 
to set the pattern for other witnesses, the best chance 
in Missouri's history to measure out just punishment 
for sandbag legislation and other forms of graft will 
fold up like a house of cards. 

The truth is that these leaders of the firemen have 


‘a special obligation to testify, even more so than 


persons in private life. The union dues of firemen 
are paid out. of funds provided by the taxpayers. 
Firemen, in short, are public employes: As public 
employes, they have a special obligation in this case.

HE issue of all-out conscription is poten- 
T tiaty far and away the most explosive 

element in Canadian politics today. It is 
perhaps the only question which, under cer- 
tain circumstances, might upset the Liberal 
Government, headed by W. L. Mackenzie 
King, despite its large parliamentary major- 
ity. 

Canada has gone through several stages 
in regard to regulations for military service, 
all of which lead to the present problem. 

The tendency after the First World War— 
in which 60,000 Canadians were killed over- 
seas—had been to cut down the military es- 
tablishment to a minimum. There was a per- 
manent force of only 4500 men in September, 
1939, supplemented by a non-permanent ac- 
tive militia, roughly similar to the United 
States National Guard in character and 
training, of 55,000. 

Conscription in the other war left bitter 
memories, because of the determined oppo- 
sition of the French-Canadian minority, con- 
centrated in the Province of Quebec. There 
were serious riots in Quebec City and many 
young French-Canadians took to the woods 
rather than to respond to the call to the col- 
ors. Some of this friction might have been 
obviated if the Minister of Defense at that 
time, Sir Sam Hughes, had shown a better 
understanding of the racial and religious 
susceptibilities of a French Roman Catholic 
population.

to avoid this thorny problem. He believed, 
and the results have borne him out to some 
extent, but not as fully as he might have 
liked—that the voluntary co-operation of the 
large French-Canadian minority, numberin,z 
about 30 per cent of the entire population, 
would be more valuable than the more spec- 
tacular results, accompanied perhaps by 
much sullen bitterness, that might have fol- 
lowed conscription. 

So, until June, 1940, Canada’s war effort 
was a voluntary one. It was the idea of the 
Canadian Government, indorsed by London, 
that, while some volunteers would be sent 
overseas, Canada’s main contribution would 
be in the big Empire air training scheme and 
in the’ building up of war industries which 
would be out of range of German bombers. 

The collapse of France produced much the 
Same alarmed reaction in Canada as in the 
United States. A system of one-month train- 
ing for home defense was instituted. Last 
February, the period of training was in- 
creased to four months. And more recently, a 
still more important change was made. The 
conscript. is now in the service for the du- 
ration of the war, unless he is released for 
some special reason by the authorities. 

All-out conscription, however, still does 
not prevail, because Canadians who are mo- 
bilized cannot be sent out of Canada. Over- 
seas service remains on a voluntary basis. 
As a result of a vigorous recruiting cam- 
paign, supplemented by compulsory service 
during the last year, an army of about 400,- 
000 men has been sed. Of these, 220,000 
are in the so-called active army, which is 
liable to overseas service. 

Three divisions with auxiliary forces mak- 
ing up a total of over 100,000 men are al- 
ready stationed in England. Other units, in- 


cluding a complete armored division, with 
350 tanks, are being shipped across the 
ocean as fast as the newly trained conscripts 
are prepared to take their places in key 
positions of home defense. 

In relation to population, a Canadian army 
of 400,000 is the equivalent of a United 
States army of 4,400,000. There are at least 
60,000 Canadians in the ever-growing air 
force. Yet there is a good deal of question- 
ing among Canadians as to whether the 
country is putting forward its full war ef- 
fort; and this questioning usually centers 
around the problem of conscription. 

Under the present system, so the critics 
argue, the country’s resources in manpower 
are not being scientifically utilized. Some 
provinces get off more easily than others. 
No precise official figures are available on 
this delicate subject, but there is a very 
general impression that volunteering in 
Quebec has been only about half, in rela- 
tion to population, what is has been else- 
where. 

Moreover, it is contended that the present 
system is haphazard and inefficient, that 
older men who volunteer are taken, some- 
times without regard for physical fitness, 
while younger men remain at home.

Those who advocate the status quo as re- 
gards methods of enlistment argue that the 


, number of additional men which might be 


obtained for overseas service by all-out con- 
scription would not offset the bitterness 
which such a measure would excite in 
French Canada and that it is doubtful 
whether conscription would win as an elec- 
tion issue even in the English-speaking 
provinces. 

What seems most probable is that there 
will be a marking of time on this controver- 
sial issue, accompanied by such expedients 
as bringing pressure on the men who are 
mobilized for home defense to volunteer for 
active service. 

Two developments might conceivably 
break the present deadlock and lead to the 
introduction of conscription without reser- 
vation as to overseas service. One would be 
the full-fledged unconditional entrance of 
the United States into the war. The other 
would be a serious military disaster, sug- 
gesting an urgent need for more Canadian 
soldiers. :

Home training of children and 
their adjustment to conditions in 
the modern worla constituted the 
major theme of discussion today at 


ja regional conference of parents 


and teachers at Soldan High School 
under sponsorship of the Progres- 
sive Education Association and the 


| St. Louis Council for Parent Educa- 


tion. About 300 persons, including 
some fathers, are attending the 
meetings which opened yesterday 
and close tomorrow morning. 

Conscientious and sympathetic 
parental understanding is more 
than ever essential in these parlous 
days, Miss Carolyn Zachry of Co- 
lumbia University Teachers’ College 
said at the opening discussion to- 
day. She pointed out that children 
were better informed and should 
be “treated with dignity,” recog- 
nized as distinct personalities. An- 
xiety and mental worry of parents, 
Dr. Zachry continued, is quickly 
communicated to children and af- 
fects adversely their development. 

Miss Ethel Kawin,: director of 
guidance in the Glencoe (IIl.) pub- 
lic schools, followed with an out- 
line of the manner in which par- 
ents may best further the training 
of children. The education of par- 
ents in self-discipline is often nec- 
essary, she said, before they may 
effectively discipline their children. 

Children should be given a feel- 
ing of security, Miss Kawin said. A 
feeling of adequacy, she continued, 
should be cultivated by aiding the 
child to fill the role in life indicat- 
ed by his natural abiltiies rather 
than a predetermined plan on the 
part of the parents. 

Pointing out that “self disci- 
pline is essential in a democratic 
society,” Miss Kawin recommended 
a “middle of the road” program 
in child training, without undue 
repression and equally free from 
permitting children to chart their 
own courses without guidance. 
Miss Kawin and Miss Zachry 
will summarize the group discus- 
sion findings at a session tonight. 
The final meeting tomorrow morn- 
ing will be addressed by Dr. Paul 
J. Misner, superintendent of the 
Glencoe schools, who will discuss 
co-operation of home, school and 
community in child training. 

At a session late yesterday, Miss 
Zachry, who has adopted two chil- 
dren, expressed the opinion that 
every school system should include 
some married teachers. Young 
women applying for teaching po- 
sitions who say they do not de- 
sire marriage are “either neurotic 
or untruthful,” she said. In the 
St. Louis school system marriage 
is. tantamount to resignation al- 
though the Strayer school survey 
recommended inclusion of married 
women on the faculties.

Hospitals Overcrowded. 

“The very minimum requirement 
of general hospital beds for St. 
Louis is 10 to 10,000 of population,” 
he continued. “In view of the fact 
that 20 per cent of the beds in gen- 
eral hospitals are occupied by non- 
residents who came here because 
of the prominence of St. Louis as 
a medical center, there are actual- 
ly only 5040 general beds available 
for St. Louisans. Even without 
provision for marginal reserves and 
for future population increase, we 
are still 610 beds short in our gen- 
eral hospitals. Tax-supported in- 
stitutions and sanitariums are 
equally crowded and offer no op- 
portunity for reserve in case of 
emergency.” 

In the circumstances, he com- 
mented, an epidemic or other 
emergency, civilian or military, 
would confront the hospitals with 
“a serious situation.” Prospective 
doubling of the present army of 
about 2,000,000 men, he added, will 
call for 30,000 physicians and 24,000 
nurses on the basis of 12 nurses to 
100 military hospital beds,

Australia’s War Effort 
as Remarkable 


! 


Described 
with which Australia has exploited 
its vast natural wéalth. 

Labor here is jealous and exclu- 
sive; tends to discourage immigra- 
tion; is at one with the conserva- 
tives on the White Australia policy 
and sees no advantage in rapid ex- 
ploitation if it is accomplished by 
means of labor sacrifices for great 
capitalist profit. These ideas or 
prejudices are not accompanied by 
any clear-cut socializing program: 
the proposal to nationalize the steel 
monopoly and the banks seems to 
be an isolated phenomenon, not in- 
tended to apply to the whole na- 
tional economy. 

Great War Effort. 


Whatever the political difficul- 
ties and complications, the war ef- 
fort of this country has obviously 
been remarkable. There are 170,- 
000 Australians in the A. IL. F. 
(Australian Imperial Force) over- 
seas, in the Near Hast, Malaya and 
elsewhere; there are 200,000 in the 
Home Defense army and 50,000 in 
the Home Guard; thére are 20,000 
mén in the Royal Australian navy 
and 60,000 in the Royal Australian 
Air Force. Of these only the 
Home Defense army is largely con- 
scripted: it contains a voluntary 
militia and the men drafted under 
the universal service law. They 
do six months’ training a year and 
are not obliged to serve outside 
Australia. The A. lL. F., the navy 
and air force are all volunteer 
services. In their aggregate these 
services engage one-fourth of the 
total adult male population up to 
the age of 40. 

The military effort has been ac- 
companied by a burst of industrial 
activity hitherto unknown in Aus- 
tralia. There was no munitions in- 
dustry here three years ago; now 
there are 50,000 men and women 
working in the war factories. There 
was no machine-tool industry three 
years ago; now their are 85 differ- 
ent firms making machine tools 
and gauges. There was one ship- 
building dockyard three years ago; 
now there are seven. Beside the 
18 naval vessels launched since the 
war began, and others nearing com- 
pletion, there is a shipbuilding pro- 
gram for the merchant marine 
which is already producing good 
results and will grow rapidly. 
Exporting Trainer Planes. 

The production of aircraft, which 
did not exist at all before 1939, 
has now become an important un-. 
dertaking: Australia makes s0 
many Tiger Moth trainer planes 
that it is now exporting them, and 
the Australian plane called the 
Wirraway—very like the North 
American 33—is turned out in 
quantity for training and opera- 
tional purposes, 

Aircraft engines are also being 
produced now in quantity, although 
they are still supplemented by Pratt 
& Whitney engines from the Unit- 
ed States.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (AP).—Pat-

Casey testified that in 1935, after 
the international alliance had 
closed a number of Chicago the+ 
aters by strike, Browne told the 
heads of film producing compa- 
nies, “you’d better put my people 
back or I will make trouble with 
the theaters.” 

(Hig reference here was ,to put- 
ting International Alliance men 
back in positions they held in the 
studios which they lost when they 
withdrew from the basic agree- 
ment in 1933.) 

“Didn’t he (Browne) say he 
would close every theater in the 
United States?” asked Correa. 

“I wouldn't go so far as to say 
that,” replied Casey. 

“But you understood, did you 
not, that such a move might de- 
stroy the movie industry?” asked 
Correa. 

The witness replied that he did 
so understand. 

“Did you understand that in 1936, 
and 1937, and 1938, and 1939, and 
1940?” asked Correa. 

“Yes, I did, but I don’t think it 
would include this year because 
conditions are a good deal better 
than they have been.” 

It was in May, 1941, that Bioff 
and Browne were indicted by a 
Federal grand jury on extortion 
charges. 

Officers of four major producing 
companies have testified that their 
companies paid sums totaling near- 
ly $800,000 to Bioff and Browne 
between 1935 and 1941, as the re- 
sult of demands allegedly made by 
Bioff. Each testified they feared 
failure to comply might lead to 
the destruction of their companies’ 
business. 

The defense, in opening its case, 
introduced a telegram purportedly 
sent by Harry Warner, head of 
Warner Brothers, to Bioff, ex- 
pressing regret at Warner’s in- 
ability to accompany the Bioffs on 
a South American voyage. 

Warner testified last week he 
had no recollection of sending 
such a message. 

The first defense witness, Emily 
Pote, a Postal Telegraph Co. sten- 
ographer, identified a telegram 
which Bioff and his wife received 
in February, 1938, after they 
boarded a ship bound for Brazil. 
The telegram said: 

“Sorry we are not on boat to 
enjoy trip with you. We could 
certainly use it. Take it easy and 
have a good time. Kindest re- 
gards. Mr. and Mrs, Harry M. 
Warner.” 

Defense counsel indicated earlier 
that Browne and Bioff would tes- 
tify in their own behalf.

Briton Seeks Possible New 


Discoveries for Use in 
War Work. 


Sir Harold Gillies, chief plastic 
surgeon in the British army in this 
and the last war, who is visiting 
St. Louis to learn of possible new 
discoveries for use in war work, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that English experiments in 
skin culture might soon open up 
far more effective ways of treating 
badly burned or skin-torn patients. 

Sir Harold said that many Ameri- 
can methods of treating casualties 
had been adopted by English sur- 
geons for emergency war work. 
Particularly helpful and widely 
used was the American method of 
setting broken jaws with supports 
arranged in such a way that the 
patient can open and close his 
mouth. 

Sir Harold, in commenting on 
his arrival in this country a week 


‘ago and his experiences so far, 


deplored the seeming waste of 
food everywhere. While in Chi- 
cago, several days ago, he said he 
saw enough food wasted at one 
dinner to feed about 300 people 
one day in any European country. 

“Why, I became so distraught 
over this,” Sir Harold added, “that 
I returned half my portion of beef 
steak to the kitchen the other day. 
I couldn’t eat it all, so why should 
I waste it?” j 

Expressing considerable anxiety 
and perturbation over the war, Sir 
Harold said that he felt “very mis- 
erable” when he finally acceded to 
a game of golf with St. Louis 
surgeons who urged him to play 
“for a much needed change of 
thought.” He said few people in 
England now have the time or de- 
sire to play when there is war 
work to be done. 

Sir Harold emphasized that the 
skin culture work was still experi- 
mental. So far, he said, indications 
were that one square inch of skin 
cut off a patient could be artificial- 
ly grown by laboratory culture into 
twice i's size. This, of course, will 
enable better grafting work, par- 
ticularly in cases of burns, where 
the first thought is to cover as 
much 6f the body with skin as pos- 
sible, and as quickly as possible.

How Energy 


Is Measured 


By Forrest Williams 


ROBABLY every reader of 

this column at some time has 

stood beside a locomotive at a 
railroad station, and watched the 
fireman shovel coal into the fire- 
box. There the black diamonds 
burn, and in process of oxidation 
give off heat which turns water 
into steam and supplies the energy 
which drives the engine and pulls 
the train of cars. 

In a sense, this is comparable to 
the way energy is produced in the 
human body, which uses food for 
the fuel. 

In the beginning, of course, the 
source of all energy is the sun, 
whose rays work on the chloro- 
phyll (green coloring of the 
plants). This in turn absorbs car- 
bon dioxide from the air and wa- 
ter from the soil, and produces the 
materials which providethe energy 
needed by the body. These plants 
contain the fats, the carbohydrates 
and the proteins for our bodies. 
They are the sources of energy. 
And they have to be burned inthe 
human body much as coal is 
burned in the locomotive or gaso- 
line is exploded in the engine. 

Carbohydrates and fats both 
yield carbon, hydrogen and oxy- 
gen. The proteins yield these three 
plus nitrogen and such minerals 
as iron, sulphur and phosphorus. 

Such famous scientists as La- 


voisier, Priestley, LaPlace, Black, 
Regnault, Voit and others during 
the past 150 years began experi- 
menting with machines to measure 
the amount of heat in the human 
body. 

Finally, Dr. F. G. Benedict, 
working in Boston, produced a 
portable machine to measure res- 
piration which computes the oxy- 
gen consumption of the human 
body. Benedict’s theory was that 
each of us breathes enough oxygen 
to supply his needs for burning 
foods (fuel). This combustion 
makes chemical changes in the 
food, and releases the energy to 
support living and working and 
playing. Because the original heat 
apparatus used in measuring en- 
ergy was ai calorimeter, the 
amounts of heat produced were 
called calories. These are the 
measurements of energy required 


by the human body. For many | 


reasons, every person has a differ- 
ent caloric need.

The atten- 
tion of the German people tomor- 
row morning will be concentrated 
by the press and radio on some- 
thing else, an alleged victory—this 
time in the air—off Helgoland. An 
official statement which the pa- 
pers and radio have been told to 
bang for all it’s worth says that 
34 out of 44 British bombers were 
shot down this afternoon north of 
Helgoland. A very timely victory. 
Hear that the Navy is fuming to 
Hitler about the way Goebbels bun- 
gled the propaganda on the Graf 
Spee. The admirals are especially

sank itself, Goebbels had the press

Berlin, Dec. 21.—A curious com- 
munique from the German navy 
today: “The High Command of 
the Navy announces: The com- 
mander of the Graf Spee, Capt. 
Hans Langsdorff, did not want to 
survive the sinking of his ship. 
True to old traditions and in the 
spirit of the training of the Offi- 
cers Corps, he made this decision. 
Having brought his crew to safety, 


he considered his duty fulfilled, | 


and followed his ship. Capt. 
Langsdorff has in this way ful- 
filled like a fighter and a hero, 
the expectations of his Fuehrer, 
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the German people and the navy.” 

The wretched German people 
will not be told that Capt. Langs- 
dorff did not follow his ship to 
the bottom, but committed suicide 
by putting.a revolver shot through 
his head in a lonely hotel room in 
Buenos Aires. They will not be 
told—though the navy did its best 
to hint at it in this communique— 
that Hitler, in a burst of fury 
over the defeat, ordered the Cap- 
tain to end his life. 

Eleven admitted executions here 
in the last two days. About half 
for espionage and the rest for 
“damaging the interests of the peo- 
ple in wartime.” One of the 11 
was sentenced by the court to 15 
years’ imprisonment, but Himmler 
wasn’t satisfied with the sentence, 
so he simply had the poor fellow 
shot.

Economical Menus

It is also present in liver, 
because the liver is where any 
excess of vitamin A ig stored; but 
the amount is variable, depending 
on the feed of the animal, though 
the average is good. It is princi- 
pally to insure ample vitamin A 
that a serving of a leafy green 
vegetable every day is urged.

swore the ship had not been dam- 
aged by enemy action. 

For some reason, I get along 
all right with German naval peo- 
ple, and when over our port wine 
and sandwiches I reminded them 
that the British Admiralty had 
recently reported the torpedoing 
of a cruiser by a British U-boat, 
the commander winked and beck- 
oned me to follow him. We climbed 
up a narrow ladderway. Finally 
we emerged on the battle tower. 


“Look over there,” he said sly- 
ly. A hundred yards away a 
somewhat smaller cruiser was 
propped up in drydock, a huge 
hole that must have been 50 feet 
in diameter torn in its side exact- 
ly amidships, or whatever the 
sailors call the middle. It was the 
cruiser Leipzig, and the officer 
said they had been lucky to get it 
back into port afloat after a Brit- 
ish torpedo had hit it squarely. 
The BBC, he said, had claimed the 
ship had been sunk. But there it 
was. 


At Kiel some official represent- 
ing, I suppose, the Propaganda 
Ministry, welcomed me with a 
little speech. 

“T have just heard,” he said, 
“that you have stopped at Ham- 
burg and seen all our warships 
there. Did you see the cruiser 
Leipzig, Herr Shirer?” 

“Yes, air; and..." 

“Those British liars, they say 


they have sunk the Leipzig, Herr 
Shirer.” 

“It didn’t look sunk to me, I 
must admit, and I'll be,glad to 
broadcast that I’ve seen it, that it 
wasn't sunk, but that...” 

He cut me off with a mighty 
roar. “Herr Shirer, that is fine. 
You. will answer this dastardly 
English lie, isn’t it? You will tell 
the truth to the great American 
people. Tell them that you have 
seen the Leipzig with your own 
eyes, isn’t it?—and that the ship 
has not been scratched.”

EFORE I could interrupt he 

was pushing me down a gang- 

plank towards a naval launch. 
Out in Kiel harbor I was surprised 
to see that almost the entire Ger- 
man fleet was concentrated here for 
Christmas. I noticed the ket-bat- 
tleship Deutschland, two cruisers 
of the Cologne class, both 26,000-ton 
battleships, and about 15 subma- 
rines, not including three in dry- 
dock. If the British only knew, 
I could not help thinking, they 
could come over this night, which 
will see almost a full moon, and 
wipe out the whole German fleet. 
Just one real big bombing attack. 


Our launch finally. stopped next 
to an immense dry-dock. One of 
the 26,000-ton battleships was in 
it, the Gneisenau. My hosts de- 
cided to show me over it. They 
were quick to explain that it, too, 
was in for a general overhauling, 
and I must admit that on the one 
side of the hull that I could see, 
there were no holes. We spent 
an hour gcing through the im- 
mense craft. 


I was surprised at the spirit of 
camaraderie between officers and 
men on the ship. Four or five 
senior officers accompanied me 
through the ship, and when we en- 
tered one of the crew's quarters 
there was no jumping up, no 
snapping to attention as I had 
expected. The captain must have 
noticed our surprise. 


“That’s the new spirit in our 
navy,” he said proudly. He also 
explained that in this war the 
men on all German men-of-war get 
exactly the same kind and the 
same amount of food as the offi- 
cers. This had not been true in 
the last war and he quoted some 
naval proverb to the effect that 
the same food for officers and men 
puts an end to discontent and 
helps win the war. I remembered 
—as no doubt did he—that the 
German revolution in 1918 started 
here in Kiel among the discon- 
tented sailors. 

Berlin, Dec. 31—A flood of New 
Year’s proclamations from_all and 
sundry—Hitler, Goering, Himmler, 
etc. Hitler holds out hope of vic- 
tory to the people in 1940.

My Neighbor Says 


Naturally, bulbs must be placed 
right side up when planted if they 
are to grow.
